P Dilemma with 
State Police crime 
lab forces council 


to halt its plans

After months of investigation, 
planning, and working with archi- 
tects on a new city hall, the 
Grayling City Council has put the 
project on hold. 

The move was necessitated by the 
release of the State Police 
Department’s five-year plan for 
facilities, which lists as one of its 
top priorities a construction project 
that would move the State Police 
crime lab currently housed in 
Grayling’s city hall building to a 
new facility in Gaylord. 

Last year, the council renegotiat- 
ed a lease with the State Police for 
use of city hall. The department had 
been leasing space from the city for 
about 20 years. The State Police 
requested more space and renova- 
tions. The council responded by 
arranging the renovations and mov- 
ing the city offices and city police 
out of city hall to accommodate the 
crime lab’s need for additional 
space. 

(The city currently leases a build- 
ing on M-72 West for its office 
space and police department.) 

The renovation project. cost the 
city about $120,000, which is 
scheduled to be repaid in the month- 
ly lease payments throughout the 


Court decides 
against former 
road board 
members

46th Circuit Trial Court Judge 
Dennis F. Murphy ruled in favor of 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners in a suit brought 
against them earlier this year by 
former Road Commissioners 
Raymond Swiercz and Robert 
Nelson. 

Swiercz and Nelson’ were 
removed from their appointed posi- 
tions on the Road Board after a two 
day hearing in January following 
an investigation that revealed 
alleged violations of the Open 
Meetings Act. 

The former road board members’ 
complaint consisted of four counts 
including accusations of denial of 
due process; impartiality by mem- 
bers of the county board; claim of 
violation of the Open Meetings Act 
was untrue; the county board’s 
actions fell outside the statute of 
limitations; claims the county 
board violated the open meetings 
act with the two-day hearing and 
deliberations resulting in removal; 
a request for temporary restraining 
order and a preliminary injunction 
to stop the county board from 
appointing new members to fill the 
vacancies created by their removal.

10-year life of the lease. 

The State Police Department 
(SPD) has a 120-day escape clause, 
however, and can abandon the lease 
at any time before the 10 years is 
up. At the time the lease was being 
negotiated, the council tried to have 
the escape clause removed, but the 
SPD would not sign the lease with- 
out it. Council members have said 
that the SPD insisted it had no 
intentions of moving before the 
lease expired. 

Now, it is uncertain whether or 
not the crime lab will stay in 
Grayling, or for how long. 

The uncertainty with regard to the 
SPD’s plans has created a serious 
problem for the city council. The 
city has already spent a consider- 
able amount of time and money 
planning for a new city hall, which 
up until a few weeks ago (when 
news of the five-year plan 
emerged), was to be constructed 
starting in the spring of 2001. 

The new building, which was to 
be constructed near the old one on 
James Street, would cost between 
$600,000 and $700,000, as of the 
latest estimates. The city budgeted 
$660,000 for the project in the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 

The council does not want to 
spend over $600,000 of city money 
on a new building if the SPD is 
going to abandon the old city hall 
building in a few years, leaving the 
city with one empty building and a 
lot of bills to pay.

Last week proved a busy week for 
local animal lovers and Animal 
Shelter director Dixie Lobsinger 
when combined efforts by con- 
cemed citizens helped bring a pony 
and a dog to safety. 

On Monday, December 11 
Lobsinger received a call at the 
shelter from a man who said he 
found an injured dog laying under a 
tree just off Lewiston Grade Road. 

i The man said he tossed the only 
| food he had with him to the dog (a 
candy bar) in case the dog was hun- 
gry. Lobsinger called the Crawford 
! County Sheriff’s Department and 
Deputy Randy Baerlocher ventured 
' gut in the snow to find the dog. 
When he was unable to locate the 
i dog, Lobsinger asked the good 
| samaritan who made the report to 
show Baerlocher the dog’s location. 
She was finally located and brought 
| — to the shelter. 

The dog is a black, 52Ib. female 
| Terrier mix, most likely an Airedale

works at Beaver 
Creek Township

The Beaver Creek Township 
Board has received an initial bid on 
a sewer and water system that 
could bring a mall and possibly 
other industrial entities to Crawford 
County. The bid, costing $3,300 
estimates that the project would 
cost over $5 million and officials in 
Beaver Creek are anticipating that 
if this idea becomes a reality, an 
abundance of high paying jobs will 
be created. 

Phase one of the project deals 
with municipal water that would be 
held in a 1.5 million gallon ground 
level tank costing an estimated $2.9 
million. The second phase would 
be hooking up a sewer system 
which is proposed to cost over $1.5 
million. 

Ed Holtcamp, who is primarily 
heading up the project in Beaver 
Creek said there is a substantial 
amount of industrial property, 
approximately 400 acres, with 
many amenities to attract industry. 
Development of this property could 
create another 400 to 500 jobs over

vided “Katie” (as she has been 
named) with a warm bed for the 
night. 

Lobsinger said veterinarian Dr. 
Wayne Casler examined Katie, per- 
formed surgery on her and deter- 
mined that the dog had been shot; 
the bullet grazing her nose, hitting 
her in the shoulder and traveling to 
her rib cage, resulting in a collapsed 
lung. 

Dr. Casler told Lobsinger that in 
30 years of veterinary work, he has 
never seen a worse injury and the 
dog is lucky to be alive. Dr. Casler 
cleaned and repaired the wound as 
best as possible, reinflated her lung 
and sent her back to the shelter to 
recover. To prevent Katie from dis- 
turbing Dr. Casler’s repairs, the dog 
is bandaged with a disposable dia- 
per and duct tape because she seems 
to be feeling well enough to be up 
and playing around. 

“Dr. Casler said he doesn’t 
believe she can survive with this 
injury, but it’s really all up to the 
dog,” Lobsinger said. “So far, so 
good.” 

She added, “There’s somebody 
out there who knows who owns this 
dog and somebody knows who shot 
this dog.” 

Anyone who believes they may 
know who owns “Katie” should call 
the shelter at 348-4117. If the 


owner cannot be located and if she 
recovers, Katie will be looking for a

with current and longtime shelter 
director Dixie Lobsinger who pre- 
sented the board with her own pro- 
posal last Thursday during the coun- 
ty’s Ways and Means Committee 
meeting. The proposal asks for no 
additional dollars to continue her 
services. Lobsinger told the board 
she is willing to draw up the papers 
to initiate another non-profit group 
to raise money to operate the shelter. 
“I’ve done it before and, if [ have to, 
(i do it again,” said Lobsinger. The 
director explained to the commis- 
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sioners that when she first volun- 
teered to keep the shelter open nine 
years ago she began without a 501 
(c)3 organization. 

County Board Chair Lynnette 
Corlew asked that a legal opinion be 
obtained from the Prosecutor's 
office as to whether a contract could 
or should be signed with an individ- 
ual and not a non-profit group. 

The county board could also opt 
to send the contract covering care of 
Stray and homeless animals out for 
public bid, although the county has 
budgeted only $6,000 plus 80% of 
animal license fees earmarked for 
shelter operations; on average. a 
total of about $9,000 for the last two 
years. 

Shelter board treasurer Ron Joyce 
also spoke up at the meeting. 
explaining that former president Joe 
Porter had only resigned from his 
office. not from the board entirely as 
reported. He also reiterated his 
beliefs that more public moneys be 
given to support the shelter through 
the county, townships and city. 

Controversy concerning control 
and management of the shelter start- 
ed heating up within the past year 
when originator of the shelter orga- 
nization/director Lobsinger came to 
an impasse over financial reporting. 
“The board has asked Dixie for 


financial information for months 
and months. All we want to do is 
our legal duty.” said animal shelter 
board secretary Nancy Lemmen. 
“All people were asking for were 
two signaames om checks. annual 
audits. clear imcome and expense 
records. and taxes submitted on 
time.” Lemmen also indicated 
Lobsinger bad mot antended a meet- 
ing since sometime in 1999. 

In her own defense. Lobsinger 
said withholding information was 
the only way she could get the 
board's. attention. She said. ~I 
would leave meetings angry that 1 
wasn't bemg beard. It got to the 
point where i wasnt worth my 
energy.” She added. “I repeatedly 
talked to Namcy about how bad 
things were goime. She said she was 
sotry I was met happy. You would 
think I showkd be the one they need 
to make hzppw- the ome who does all 
the work. I mead help with what 
Kills you arownd here, like hauling 
buckets of ice im the winter and rak- 
ing up the yard and helping when 
animals hawe to be emthanized.~ 

Lemmen afifinmad Lobsinger’s 
wouderfiul work with animals. “She 
really has a way with animals. Her 
service to the amimals wasn’t bro- 
ken. but the record keepins was. We 
wanted to hhomor Dixie's privacy and

not go public with the problem.” 
She added that recruitment and 
retention of volunteers has been a 
sticking point for years. Lemmen 
said the board has ideas, but no set 
plan on volunteer recruitment. 

Because the shelter board felt 
obligated to cover all their bases, 
they began advertising for a new, 
part time. paid shelter director, 
Lobsinger has never accepted salary 
or wages. just an annual reimburse- 
ment for her expenses, about $4,000 
annually. According to the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County 
(ASCC) By-Laws, Article IV, sec- 
tion 3 (in part): “No director shall 
accept any compensation from the 
ASCC for the performance of 
his/her duties. However, this does 
not prevent reimbursement of 
expenses incurred by a director in 
the performance of assigned tasks,” 
bringing into question whether the 
shelter board is violating its own by- 
laws when advertising for a new, 
paid director position. Over the 
years, by-laws can be amended 
when a non-profit group finds itself 
in unforeseen circumstances. This 
section may have been amended 
since the original writing nine years 
ago, but information to that effect

the next year and the mall would be 
a place to spend that money, rein- 
vesting in the community. “The ball 
is in our court,” said Holtcamp. 

The idea of development and con- 
cept of how to cover costs is in the 
early stages. 

Holtcamp said many more studies 
will have to be done and is looking 
to the Township Board to apply for 
grants to cover the cost of the engi- 
neering. These grants will be need- 
ed to cover the $446,000 in plan- 


ning. eneimecrme and legal costs, 
for the municipal water and an addi- 
tional $244.000 ffor the sewer sys- 
tem. 

The plam is to pm down 18,000 
feet of forced maim pipes that go to 
the city’s waste water treatment 
facility. A flew more million dollars 
will be needed wo upgrade the sys- 
tem: there to store the waste. This is 
the only alhematwe as, “mechanical 
treamment would be really expen- 
sive. addime up t 40 million dol- 
lars” said Holicamp. “Tieing into 
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the wastewater treatment facility 
shouldn’t be a problem, and this is 
for Beaver Creek alone, we don’t 
have to wait for Grayling to imple- 
ment theirs.” 

Holtcamp stated, “We are going 
to end up with a mall, then industry 
will be attracted and create bigger 
jobs.” The proposed site for the mall 
is the property off Four Mile Road 
that was previously owned by Jerry 
DeWitt and Ron Fraser, it was 
recently sold to CLK Enterprises, 
LLC.

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those services and the crime lab into 
one facility would be a more effi- 
cient use of funds and allow the 
department to serve the people bet- 
ter, SPD representatives said. 

Councilman Brian Banda 
explained that the city was in the 
middle of a $650,000 project for a 
new city hall. If the SPD moved the 
crime lab in 10 years (when the 
lease expires), there would be no 
problem, and if the State Police relo- 
cated tomorrow there would be no 
problem, since the city could cut its 
losses on the new hall and move into 
the recently-renovated old hall, 
Banda said. 

“If it’s somewhere in the middle it 
creates a financial problem. a burden 
that’s not acceptable to this commu- 
nity,” said Banda. 

Banda said that since the city now 
knows the SPD is moving. he 
believes the best use of city money 
would be to evict the state police 
and move the city back into city hall. 

Other council members seemed to 
agree.

“The city has done everything the 
State Police has asked.” said Mayor 
Marilyn Palmer. “We wanted to 
keep the State Police here.” 

Grayling Police Chief Karl 
Schreiner brought up Crawford 
County's current lack of 24-hour 
road patrol, noting the slim police 
availability after midnight in the 
county, and overall slight State 
Police presence. and asked why 
Grayling was not considered as a 
location for the proposed new com- 
plex. 

“We have virtually no State Police 
here at all,” said Chief Schreiner. “It 
would be nice if our guys could get 
some back-up.” 

City Manager Allen Lowe also 
pleaded a case for Grayling as a 
location for the proposed new SPD 
facilty, pointing out the abundance 
of state land (for potential construc- 
tion sites) in a county that has easy 
access to I-75 and other highways.

Secretary of State Candice S. 
Miller announced last week that as 
Michigan begins to prepare for at 
least one recount (the race for a state 
house seat in Mason County). 
Michigan voters can rest assured the 
recount procéss . will produce an 
accurate vote tally and the integrity 
of the election process will be main- 
tained. 

“Michigan voters can be reas- 
sured that their votes do, and will. 
count,” said Secretary Miller. the 
state’s chief election officer. “We 
can take pride and comfort in know- 
ing that Michigan's election system 
is protected by a series of laws and 
rules designed to ensure equity and 
fairness.” 

Secretary Miller explained 
Michigan's election system is 
defined by standards of fairness and 
objectivity. She noted the entire 
process for certifying and recount- 
ing votes is a bipartisan one, giving

Operation Nightcap on the lookout for drunk drivers — 


Michigan motorists can expect a 
holiday light show this weekend, 
compliments of more than 100 law 
enforcement agencies participating 
in Operation Nightcap. 

Operation Nightcap is a 27-coun- 
ty crackdown on drunk drivers, part 
of a national effort for National 
Drunk and Drugged Driving 
Awareness Month and You Drink 
and Drive. You lose., a national 
campaign to combat drunk driving. 

Law enforcement agencies in 
these counties, stretching from 
metro Detroit to the Upper 
Peninsula, are receiving special 
funding for additional traffic patrols 
to look for drunk drivers. Those 
counties have higher-than-average 
drunk driving crashes. 


“These extra patrols are in place 
to help ensure the holidays aren’t 
marred by preventable tragedies,” 
said Betty J. Mercer, division direc- 
tor of the Michigan Office of 
Highway Safety Planning (OHSP). 
OHSP is providing the funding for 
patrols. 

Alcohol is involved in nearly 40 
percent of Michigan’s traffic fatali- 
ties each year. In 1999 there were 
541 alcohol-involved traffic deaths 
in the state. That same year, 
Michigan law enforcement officers 
arrested 61,803 people for drunk 
driving. 

Over the Christmas holiday in 
1999, there were 15 persons killed 
in traffic crashes in the state and a 
third of those involved alcohol. 


And during the 1999-2000 New 
Year’s holiday, there were 19 traffic 
fatalities in the state and over half 
involved alcohol. 

More that 100 law enforcement 
agencies have united as a statewide 
task force to reduce both the num- 
ber and seriousness of traffic crash- 
es. 

The Drive Michigan Safely 
(DMS) Task Force members will 
Participate in periodic stepped up 
enforcement, concentration on 
unbuckled motorists and drunk dri- 
vers through the Click it or Ticket 
and Operation Nightcap campaigns. 

Task force members include 
Michigan State Police, sheriff 
departments and local police agen- 
cies.
